the relief of the sailors, developing mass pressure on the relief 
authorities to break down the policy of discrimination against 
sailors, and getting the support of the other unions to work out 

ways and means of organizing some immediate relief. Third, 
organize a publicity campaign to reach the entire labor movement 
exposing the shipowners’ move to’lock out the steamschooner men 
and to bring in scab crews to replace sailors fighting for the 
West Coast scale. Fourth, the Sailors’ Union should enforce the 
job action resolution adopted at the Maritime Federation Con- 
vention, and take a referendum vote to place the further conduct 
of the fight for their demands in the hands of the Maritime Fed- 
eration, with the understanding that no final decision or settlement 
be reacked without the approval of the membership of the Sailors’ 
Union. 


If the sailors want to prevent any further attacks of the ship- 
owners, who are now encouraged to go further than they ever 
dared to go before, it is time that they realized the seriousness of 
the situation. It is dangerous to believe that this is a question that 
can be settled by the sailors alone. The whole Maritime Federation 
is already involved, and must be mobilized to prevent any repe- 
tition of the Pennsylvania incident. By working out a common 
program COLLECTIVELY with the representatives of the other 
crafts and unions, through the Maritime Federation, such action 
would be the most effective means of developing mass pressure 
on the shipowners for the sailors’ demands, and it would above 
all insure the strengthening of the unity of the maritime unions 
which is the only means by which all seamen and longshoremen 
can jointly defend their common interests. The sooner the mem- 
bers of the Sailors’ Union realize this, the better.

EUREKA LUMBER STRIKE 


Immediately upon calling of 
the walk-out by the Timber and 
Sawmill Workers’ Union in 
May, the Mayor of Eureka, 
members of the Redwood Asso- 
ciation and American Legion- 
aires called for a vigilante com- 
mittee of 1000 to smash _ the 
strike. The vigilantes met reg- 
ularly and practically took over 
the town. Hundreds were in- 
jured.
